James Pascal Gilbert, Jr., 
former Newton High School stu- 
dent now enrolled in summer 
school at Clarke College, has 
fallen in love with the people of 
Ecuador. 

It's partly because he “grew 
up” with many of the youngsters 
there and partly because he 
spent the summer of 1973 in the 
jungles there . with the area's 
poor.

Out in the jungles last sum- 
mer, meanwhile, he shared the 
experiences of the natives, slept j 
in their bamboo huts, ate with 
them their cooked green banana 
breakfasts and worked alongside 
their menfolk, felling trees, and 
shared with them their meatless 
dinners and suppers. 

Asked if the inadequate meals 
affected his health he acknowl 
edged that at first they did. He 
had to go to his parents’ home°in 
Quito to recover, but in his 
words: “Evideritiy I developed 
immunity. T was not sick any- 1 
more after that.” 

When he returned to the jun- 
gle after his recuperation he car- 
ried his father’s gun. -and fre- 
quently shot wild turkeys so that 
he and the jungle families with 
whom he lived might have 
wholesome meat for their diet. 
Asked by an interviewer if the 
women could cook the turkey, 
Ji mmy replied 
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“O yes. They can cook good 
food and do other things well. It 
is only their extreme poverty 
that holds them to sudh a low 
standard of existence. They are 
a capable, lovable people. That’s 
why I plan to go back to Ecua- 
dor and spend my life helping 
them to gaan a new level of life 
— - spiritually and materially. 

“They are so genuine that they 
make us, the people of the Unit- 
ed States who • have what wc 
need in abundance and take it all 
for granted, seem superficial . . . 

“They are my people. I learn- 
ed to love them and I hope they 
love me.” 

The situation that brought a- 
bout the discovery of these jun- 
gle people of Ecuador grew out i 
of -the fact that in that jungle; 

buried priceless resources in 
oil. The business world is begin- 
ning to carve out a modern city 
in the jungle, and the James 
Pascal Gilberts are moving in to 
be a part of the new city. 

Their efforts will be given to 
the task of implanting spiritual 
quality and growth into the new 
development where meeting 
needs for oil is the motivation. 
Already they are there on the 
scene helping to build the new 
frontier. 

Jimmy plans to go to Missis- 
sippi State University in the fall 
to study skills in agriculture and 
in the raising of cattle. 

It is his fixed purpose to find 
a way to supply cattle and need- 
ed farm implements to the Ecua- 
dorian jungle people and tp de- 
vote his life to helping them 
learn the principles of Christian 
Jiving and methods of self-sup- 
port that they may achieve wor- 
thy satisfaction in life.

mons Boulevard at Davidson 
Street. 

This newest building project on 
the Clarke campus is made pas- 
sible by some special gifts and 
bequests and by private capital 
which has been enlisted as an in- 
vestment. From rent paid by the 
students the investors will re- 
ceive an income as long as they 
live. Upon the death of the in- 
dividuals who have invested in 
one of more duplexes the college 
will have no further obligation 
on these particular units. 

Another project being earned 
out simultaneously to meet the 
immediate need might 'be called 
“Operation Mobile Home.” A 
small mobile home park is being 
prepared on the east side of the 
campus between Davidson and 
Brown streets. 

Ten mobile homes will be 
moved in this summer on a lease 
basis and will be available for 
students, beginning with the fall 
semester. These >are two-bed- 
room homes and will be secure- 
ly anchored as they are moved in 
and installed. 

Both the City of Newton and 
the Newton -based junior college 
will profit from the new apart- 
ment buildings and “Operation 
Mobile Homed* These student- 
housing provisions will meet a 
vital need recognized both by 
townspeople and by the college 
administration.

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Vegetable Garden Is Hobby, Yields Harvest

Mrs. C. N. Gerald, 83 -year- 
young matron, is one of the most 
proficient gardeners in Newton, 
the accompanying photo showing 
some of the results of her work. 
“My garden is my tranquilizer, 
my suntan, my gift shop, my 
parlor and my chapel,” declares 
Mrs. Gerald, “and, besides, it 
provides good food for the family 
table.” She often sings “I Come i 
To The Garden Alone,” and has 
worked off many problems in 
her garden, she says. 

'She credits Mrs. Lewis White, 
her dear friend, with providing 
the garden plot. When she came 
to Newton in 1967, she wias a 
neighbor to Mrs. White, and they 
became first-name friends. One 
day she told Mrs. White she 
couldn’t (have a garden at home, 
and Mrs. White said, “Honey, 
you are just as welcome as you 
can be to use the plot of ground 
behind my house.” 

The only assistance Mrs. Ger- 
ald had in the work was the plow- 
ing at the start and a little help 
from neighbor boys. The rows are 
30 feet long, and she did the 
rest? of the work with hoe and 
batting nutgrass, hoeing for <a- 
bout 20 feet and then sitting 


down to rest. She found a rocker 
in a storage room and brought 
it out to use for her rest periods. 
“When I works I works, but 
when I rests, I sits loose,” Mrs. 
Gerald said fits her case. 

To Mississippi 

A Lauisianan by birth, Mrs 
Lola Ball Gerald remembers that 
her father managed a sugar cane 
plantation there, but she had 
no gardening experience as a j 
girl. The family moved to Miss- j 
issippi and she was married to 
C. N. Gerald of Liberty. She 
became interested in gardening 
after her children came along. 
She says, “watching seed burst 
from the soil is like watching 
a new birth/” . 

“My father lest his arm when 
he was 17, and I would forget 
that he had only one arm, until 
some one at school would ask 
me about it.” The family lived 
on Bailey Avenue in Jackson, 
where her father had 'a prize - 
winning garden (he was 85) dur- 
ing World War II for Victory 
Gardens. He was generous with 
the fruits of his labor, and be 
admired anybody who worked. 

Mrs. Gerald, too, is generous 
witji J^r .produce. In- 

cluded W ife harvest are pole 


beans, squash, egg plant, okra, 
sweet pepper, pimiento, canta- 
loupes, cucumbers, sweet corn, 
Irish potatoes, tomatoes and 
peas. 

According to a close friend, 
Mrs. J. H. Street, these lines 
by an unknown author could ap- 
ply to Mrs. Gerald: “Age is all in 
the state of mind .... If you 
have left your dreams behind, 

. . . If hope is cold; ... If 
you ii o longer lock ahead . . . 
If ambition’s fires are dead— 

. . . Then you are old. But . . . 
If in life you keep the zest, . . . 
If from life you take the best, 

. . If love you hold — . . . 
Then no matter how the years 
go by . . . No matter how the 
birthdays fly, . . . You are NOT 
old!” 

Mr., and Mrs. Gerald and their 
six children had happy times 
and rough times, the octogenar- 
ian recalls. She taught the chil- 
dren that big people are those 
with character— big inside. Mr. 
Gerald died here in 1968 and 
is buried at Liberty in Amite 
County.
